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SCOUT CRUISERS SALEM 


Will Be Docked At This Navy Yard and Pre- 


pared For Big Ocean Race.-Ships Expect- 


ed Tomorrow and Work Will Be Rushed.

United States 
scout 
cruisers 


Salem and Birmingnam have been or- 
dered to this navy yard to be dry dock 
ed^and prepared for their ocean race 
to the Azore islands and return along 
With, the scout cruiser Chester. 


Early Tuesday afternoon Rear Ad- 


miral E. .iv. Moore, TJ. S. N., received 
a wire from the department asking if 
the Salem and Birningham could be 
docked.here and how soon. He wired 
back that they would be ready to dock 
the ships in forty eight hours after 
the orders were received. 


Ou Tuesday evening Rear Admiral 


Moore received a telegram that the 
cruisers had been ordered here and 
to have them docked and their hulls 
painted as soon as possible after their 
arrival. 


Rear Admiral Moore so that no time 


would be lost at once sent out a wire- 
less to the two ships to ascertain, what 
kind of paint they had on their hulls 
so it can be ready and there will 
be no delay when the ships arrive. 
Both ships are expected to arrive 
by 


Thursday or Friday at the latest and 
the work of getting them ready 
for 


sea will be rushed. 


At the present time the Paducah is 


in the dry dock where some test are 
being made of her propellers and she 
will be undocked today and the keel 
blocks made ready for one of the 
scouts and as soon as they arrive one 
will go into the dry dock. 


The scout cruisers 
Salem, 
Ches- 


ter and Birningham are being prepared 
Jor the ocean race which will be held 
from Newport training station to the 
Azores and return. This race for the 
distance of*5000 miles is for the pur- 


pose of testing the efficiency of 
the 


three types of boilers with which the 
ships are fitted. It will be made at 
varying speed from fifteen knots 
an 


hour to twenty five knots 
and 
the 


coal consumption and general efucei- 
ency of the ships will be noted. 
The Chester aud Salem are fitted with 
the Curtis and Parsons turbine en- 
gines respectively, while the Birning- 
ham has the reciprocating engines. 
The test has been talked of for some 
time, but one thing or another has in- 
terferred with the preparations, but 
now as soon 
as the ships are dry 


docked and their hulls' painted and 
whatever little repairs their engines 
needed are attended to they wll} start 
on their novel race, which will, it is 
hoped give the navy department some 
valuable knowledge of the three types 
of engines.

President of New York Lunacy Com-

Was Misled by Mistaken Judgment

Albany, March 3.'—Another chap- 


ter has been added to the controversy 
that has arisen between Dr. Ferris, 
president of the stale commission, in 
lunacy, and Secretary Straus of the 
department of commerce and labor, 
relative to complaints made to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt by Ferris concerning 
the administration of the immigration 
laws relative to the admission of in- 
sane aliens at the port of New York. 


President Roosevelt declared .that 


the "accusations against the secre- 
tary were wholly without warrant or 
Justification." Replying to the presi- 
dent's letter Ferris said: 


"I regret very much that pressure 


of matters during tho last week of 
your term prevented 
your

perusal of my letter to you concerning 
the illegal official 
landing, 
as

claim, of alien insane into this coun- 
try through the port of New York. 
It Is a great source of regret to the 
people of this state who know the 
facts that you should be misled by the 
secretary, to whom you 
entrusted 


this matter, 
and 
whose 
mistaken 


Judgment your excellency appears to 
have accepted. 


"Your secretary, Mr. Loeb, very 


kindly sent me a copy of the hasty, 
Ill-considered, and Juvenile answer 
of Secretary Straus, 
at the 
same 


time that it was given to the press In 
Washington." 


Dr. Ferris states that for brevity's 


sake he drew the president's attention 
to "but three of the many cases of Im- 
proper official landing of mentally de- 
fective -aliens."

The Providence Journal regards the 


Gallioeer ocean mail bill as a substi- 
tute and -preventative of ship sub- 
idles. As an appreciation of the work 
of the New Hampshire senior senator, 
we .print from the Journal's editorial 
upon the subject as follows, 
The Gallinser ocean mail bill which 
•passed, tbe Senate a year ago is in the 
House, having been reported favor- 
ably from the comittee on post offices 
and poet roads by a vote o2 ten 
to 


seven. It has been taken for granted 
that the bill would become law at this 
session and in the final rush it may 
go through, it is a measure which 
can afford little encouragement 
to 


the persistent movement for a gen- 
eral subsidy system. 


The ocean mail proposes a business

To be sure it amplifies and liberalizes

As this .incapacity may 
be largely due to the fundamental 
embarrassments to the enterprise 
created by the economic fiction of

COAL STRIKE 


Operators to Meet 


the Miners 


Three Year Agreement 


Ends Marc!) 31 


New York, March 3.—The anthracite 


coal operators on Tuesday night agreed 
to-.grant a conference to representa- 
tives of the miners, and in a 
short 


time Thomas L. Lewis, successor ol 
John Mitchell, is expected to open ne- 
gotiations with George P. Baer, Wil- 
liam H. Truesdale and other coal road 
presidents. 


This is a victory for the miners, but 


there is a string attached to it. The 
^operators have refused to treat with 
Lewis and his associates as officers of 
the United Mine AVorerks of. America 
—which was one of the main conces- 
sions sought by the miners—and will 
meet them only as representatives of 
the workers in the mines. 


Vice President Loomis, of the Laclt- 


awanna, made the official announce- 
ment in Scran ton, for the 
operators 


that a conference would be held, and 
the news.was confirmed at the offices 
of the coal companies here, but those 
in close touch with the "situation doubt 
that.the conference will have any ef- 
fect in preventing a strike when the 
three year agreement between opra- 
fors 'and miners expires, the last day 
of this month. 


The operators are believed to be 


more than ready for a great strike, and 
while .not inviting it would welcome it 
as solving for them a difficult situa- 
tion. 
They have something like 10,- 


000,000 tons of coal ready for delivery 
although the usual supply at this time 
of year is only two or three million 
tons. They let it be understood yes- 
terday that a shutdown o£ the mines 
for six months might save them the. 
.unpleasant task of closing some of the 
mines themselves because -of inabili- 
ty to dispose of stock now on hand. 


It was announced in a .semi-official 


bulletin issued with the knowledge of 
the ' operators that none of ,the 
de- 


mands of the miners will be grant- 
ed.

Men who know Lewis say a con- 


ference' is all he asks for at present. 
In;a speech recently delivered'in .^can- 
?on'he declared himself a "beliEv.er: in 
direct conferences, as .opposed to.'ad- 
justment of differences by conciliation 
boards. 


Lewis is expected in New York in 


a few days, but. it will not be to con- 
fer'with John Mitchell, who managed 
the great strike of 1902. Mr. Mitchell, 
no longer an officer of the miners' or- 
ganization, is not in the confidence of 
ihe leaders. The feeling between Lew- 
is and Mitchell is. far from friendl3". 


"I am not in touch with the situa- 


Mon." said Mr. Mitchell, "nor with Mr. 
Lewis' plans. He has not' notified me 
that he is^coming here and I do not 
know of any conference he may have 
arranged for."

iner, but no poet seems to have awak- 
ened (o the possibilities of the stormy 
petrel as a theme. 
However, wo read 


much about it off and on in old chron- 
icles o;- tales of the 'sea. 
In one of 


these it is recorded that the sailors, 
seeing the herald of storm join the 
ship too near land a.s they supposed, 
mutinied and refused to proceed.

They aro 
worse than those of the European 
countries. 
Dra/il for instance has a 


scheme all its own. 
Certain notes 


arc good for ten years, after that 
time for every year they lose 10 per 
cent, of their face value until tho 
whole value is used up and they arc 
worth only the paper they are print- 
ed on. 


As one man expressed it you have 


to know the history o£ the world to 
he a money changer. A peculiar part, 
of the business is the rephipme.iH of 
coins back to the countries whence 
they came. • Often during the rush 
season one firm sends back a million 
coins, while it is estimated that in 
the course of a year 510,000,000 in for- 
eign money is reshipped to Europe 
aud a million to the rest o£ 
the 


world.
